Meyer's body was found tied to a tree in the 
pasture on Nov. 10. 

Palmer and Allen reportedly went to the 
Henry Meyer's home after the murder, 
burglarized it, and then went to a local 
restaurant for breakfast.

"A mild winter could save us $20,000 or a 
bad one could cost as much,". he gave as an 
example. 

Utility costs were the, big variable acr 
cording to Supt. Richard Hogan of Grass 
Lake School. Otherwise he expected the 
district's cost in educating each pupil to 
remain the same as last year. . 

He added that the district did not expect 
greater than a five percent tax extension sin- 
ce the district did none of the legal 
notifications necessary if the extension 
should exceed that figure.

-A drunk driving incident in 
Kenosha has spurred 
legislative action by State 
Rep. Joseph .. Andrea (D- 
Kenosha)'. Citing the case of 
a three time convicted drunk 
driver from California who 
was arrested on the same 
charge here, Andrea an- 
nounced that, he has in- 
troduced a bill to close a 
loophole in the current drunk 
driving law. 

According to Andrea, of- 
ficials were able to charge 
the driver with only a first 
offense because the driver's 
previous conviction oc- 
curred outside of Wisconsin. 
Instead of a mandatory jail 
term and loss of license, the 
driver received only a fine 
and is already back on the 
road. 

Shortly after the incident, 
Andrea was contacted by 
Assistant City Attorney 
Robert Jambois who asked 



for changes in the law. His 
proposal was to allow prior 
convictions in other states to 
be considered in sentencing 
drunk drivers. 

"He was upset that the 
prosecutor's hands were 
tied,'.' said Andrea. 
"Because they could only 
charge the driver with a first 
offense, they were. forced to 
allow a potential Killer to get 
behind the wheel again." 

In response to Jambois' 
request, Andrea introduced 
a bill, Assembly Bill 843, that 
would close the current 
loophole. That proposal is 
now before the assembly 
judiciary- committee and 
may receive legislative ac- 
tion sometime this month. 

Jambois state, "The new 
law requires a prosecutor to 
charge the offender with a 
second or third offense based 
upon prior OWI (Operating 
While Intoxicated) con- 



victions in other states." 

Andrea noted that his 
proposal has the enthusiastic 
support of Kenosha County 
District Attorney Robert 
"Zapf, The Wisconsin Dept. of 
Transportation and State 
Sen. Lynn Adelman, the 
author of Wisconsin's tough 
new drunk driving law. 

Andrea cautioned, 
however, that his proposal is 
■not a cure-all forjthe drunk 
■ driving problem!' He argued 
that a comprehensive ap- 
proach is . necessary and 
should include the com- 
ponents of raising the 
drinking to 21, closing the 
remaining loopholes, 
promoting alcohol education 
and continuing the strict en- 
forcement of the current 
law. 

" We have to keep this 
issue to forefront," Andrea 
concluded.
